MAORI SAVAGERY. 


T h o W om an Slaughtered 
tho Victim* 
Fo r tho Cannibal Feasts. 
Mr;. E. M. Dunlop of Auckland, New 
Zealand, writes of the Maori women 
"The Maori woman can keep at will 
She has practiced the art, which has 
formed an import ant part of her train 
ing. 
She weeps so genuinely and sc 
copiously as to molt the heart of a 
sympathizing 
witness. 
The 
Maoris. 
hold ‘trmgiV or weeping parties, te 
mourn their dead, and in these gather 
lugs tin* women play a conspicuous 
part. 
While weeping they utter a low, 
mournful cry. which lias a very weird 
effect when produced by a number of 
voices. 
The mourners sit iii groups 
with their bends partially covered, giv­ 
ing forth their monotonous wailing and 
shedding copious tears. 
"The Maori woman of past ages al­ 
most excelled lier lord in savagery. On 
Hie return of a triumphant war party 
they usually brought home a number 
of prisoners and slaves. 
It was the 
privilege of the women of the tribe to 
fall upon these, slaughtering them in 
preparation 
for 
the 
cannibal 
feast 
which followed. 
Th** women bore the 
painful ceremony of th** tattoo Without 
shrinking. 
Spiral marks were cut Into 
the flesh of their chins, lips and faces; 
a soot made by a peculiar method was 
rubbed into the wounds, causing an in­ 
delible blue-black stain. 
"The Maoris, even in their former 
state, treated their women with a cer­ 
tain amount of consideration, although 
the lot of the female slave was very 
hard and often ended iii her being 
served up as a dainty dish to appease 
the appetite of her voracious lord, who 
would kick away tho baskets of vege­ 
table food presented to him by his 
wives as a signal that ii*' required the 
tender flesh of a slave girl.”

New Zealand's Vegetable Caterpillar Ss 
a Most Peculiar Plant. 
The most extraordinary object I have 
ever seen i> the New Zealand vegetable 
caterpillar. 
'J he rata is a parasite 
creeper whien first destroys its forest 
host and than crushes it to death and, 
usurping its skeleton, becomes a tree 
itself. 
If the rata seedling i*s dug up 
it is found to bt* springing not from a 
seed, but from the head of a perfectly 
formed caterpillar. 
It is supposed by some that the 
Caterpillar, which on dissection proves 
to be internally the exact counterpart 
of its living insect relative, swallows 
the tiny V ita seed while living and, 
burrowing into the ground, becomes, 
instead of a chrysalis, the* germinating 
home of the seed. which 
by some 
agency turns its unfortunate foster 
motlier into wood. 
Others, however, contend the cater­ 
pillar Use!*' fs produced by the rata. 
urgmg in support of their theory that 
if springing from a seed the shoot 
would grow out of different parts of 
the caterpillar instead of invariably 
growing out of the head. 
The Insect vegetable is yellowish, 
about four inches long and is fully ex­ 
tended. 
I have seen them freshly dug 
up and others that have boon kept for 
years, and all had the appearance cf a 
perfect insect carved in w ood—Pear­ 
son’s Weekly.
